Duties and Duties. 

In discussing the question of tariff, 
it is well to remember Chat a fixed rule 
as to the desirability of a tariff will 
not apply with equal force to every 
articie. Our present tariff recognizes 
this fact by grading the duty from 
nothing up to 100 per cent. _. 
The object of the tariff is—or should 
be—the greatest good to the greatest 


no doubt whatever of the large number 
of persons who are benefited by the 
present moderate duties, and who 
would be losers by a removal of ‘hose 
duties. Fruit-growers this coast 
alone number, at a moderate estimate,- 
26,000—that is, those who are engaged 
in fruit-growing to a considerable ex- 
tent. Besides, almost every general 
farmer and owner of a few acresisa 


nia already has to labor under a great 
disadvantage, in the difficulty of secur- 
ing help to gather the fruit crop and in 
the high wages paid to such help, when 
it can be secured. To saddie this 
promising young industry, which is 
just emerging from a series of 
years of depression, with the close 
competition of underpaid European 
laborers, would be unkind and 
unjust in the extreme. For many 
years our fruit-growers have labored 
hard, hoping against hope for relief 
from oppressive railroad charges and 
lack ‘of recognition in the markets of 
the world. Now, just as they have 
commenced to reap the reward of their 
labors and receive some return for the 
money, time and care invested, it is 
proposed to tuke off the duties, in 
order to please a few dozen eastern 
importing firms. It is not the general 
public who are crying out for a repeal 
of these duties. No move of that sort 
has been made. The cry for repeal! 
originates |among Spanish shipping 
firms and their New York friends, who 
find that the fruits of California are 
cutting too\deeply into their trade. 
- Another duty, the removal of which 
would affect this coast,is that on wool. 
The free admission of this staple would 
work a hardship on a small number of 
persons, in comparison with those who 
would be affected by free fruits. Sheep- 
raising is a pioneer industry, which 
does nothing to settle up a country 
and has to give way to the forward 
march of agricultural and horticul- 
tural home-builders. On the other side 
of the account, against the moderate 
number of persons who make a living 
by the raising of sheep, may be set the 
60,000,000 people in this country who 
use woolen | goods. This remark does 
not, of course, apply to manufactured 
woolen goods, which give employment 
in this country to quite a small army 
of men. 
Third on the list of articles subject 
to duty, and largely produced on this 
coast, islumber. Arguments in favor 
of a retention of duties apply with 
much less force to this than to any of 
other products mentioned. In- 
deed, a great majority of the people of 
this coast would undoubtedly regard 
the abolition of the present small duty 
of $2 per 1000 feet as a great blessiny. 
The lum trade in this ‘State 1s 
almost exclysively in the hands of a 
dozen firms; some of whom have come 
into possession of vast ‘racts of the 
public domain, by more than question- 
able means.| They have succeeded, by 
combination,in running prices up to 
such figures|as to make the building of 
a modest cottage a severe drain upon 
the resou ef a man of moderate 
means.

Congratulations ' Pour in Upon the 
Chancellor from All Points. 


The Czar Makes Things Pleasant ‘for 
Germany's Ambassador. 


St. Petersburg Newspapers on the Situation—Var- 
lous Views of Parisi Boulanger Greeted 
with Cheers and Cries of *‘Vire 
Russe’’—General Notes. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

BERLIN, Feb. 7.—[By Cable and Associ- 
ated Press.} Prince Bismarck is receiving 
telegrams from all parts vf the Empire con- 
gratulating him upen his speech, and ap 
proving the views he expressed. 

Emperor William received Prince Bis- 
marck today, and expressed his approval 
of the latter’s speech in the Reichstag on 
Monday. 

The committee in the Reichstag has ap- 
proved the Military Loan Bill, without 
modification. 

BISMARCK’S SPEECH CRITICISED, 

St. PETERSBURG, Feb. 7.—In political 
and official circles here it is believed that 
the profoundly pacific tone of Prince Bis- 
marck’s speech in the German Reichstag 
yesterday, which agrees with Russia’s as- 
pirations, will produce an excellent and 
tranquilizing impression every where. 

The Novoc Vremya says the speech was 
a masterpiece, and that Prince Bismarck 
was calmly self-reliant and perhaps sincere 
throughout, and his speech was undoubt- 
edly pacific in tone. 

Moscow, Feb. 7.—The. Gazette, in dis- 
cussing the Austro-Gernan ireaty, says an 
alliance between Russia, England and 
France must be effected to counterbalance 
this “peace league.”’ 

THE AMIABLE CZAR. 

St. PETERSBURG, Feb. 7.—At the court 
ball last night the Czar was especially ami- 
able to the foreign ambassadors. Gen. von 
Schweinitz, the German ambassador, was 
seated on the Empress’ right and Count von 
Walkenstein Frostburg, the Austriam ath- 
bassacdor, on her left at supper. 

“AN ACT OF PERFIDY.”’ 

Sr. PETERSBURG, Feb. 7.—The Viedomist 
says the publication of the Austro-German 
treaty is a political incivility and the treaty 
itself an act of perfidy and ingratitude to- 
ward the late Czar, to whom Germany was 
greatly indebted for her unity. 

The Grashdanin, the official organ, advo- 
cates Russia’s abstention from all European 
counter alliances. it Says, “can 
have no dealings with Europe,’not even 
with France, but must confine erelf to her 
great eastern mission.’ 

The Moscow Gazette proposes a nearer 
approachment with England. 

* PEACEFUL INTENTIONS. 

Pestn, Feb. 7.—Some of the journals 
here criticise the references in {Prince Bis- 
marck’s speech to Bulgaria. Well-informed 
persons believe that Prince Bismarck’s 
views in regard to that countfy coniacide 
with those of Austria. The speech is re- 
garded as a corrobor tion of the impression 
that the Ausitro-G an treaty was pub- 
lished with a pes ceful intention, and the 
ending of the unsatisfactory situation of 
European affairs is confidently expected. 

PARIS NEWSPAPERS ON THE SPEECH. 

Paris, Feb. 7.—The leading organs, in- 
cluding the Journal des Debats, Paix and 
Siecle, credit Prince Bismarck with pacific 
intentions. They say his speech will make 
a favorable impression in Europe, despite 
certain reservations. The Siecle says 
France only followed Germany’s example 
and strengthened herselfin order to be pre- 
pared in case of need. The Radical papers 
demand that France enter intoa defensive 
alliance against the unscrupulous Teuton. 
Several papers say Prince Bismarck’s 
speech is more peaceful in appearance than 
in ponney and cuntrast his words with his 
acts, including the Military Loan Bill. 

BOULANGER CHEERED. 
Gen. Boulanger attended the Chatelet 
Theater last night.. He received an ovation, 
and was greeted with cries of ‘Vive Bou- 
langer” and “Vive Kusse”’ from the people, 
both in the theater and on the streets.
